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Refug ees Gunned By Military As 
Last Rescue Plane Leaves DaNang

DA NANG, South Vietnam

— South 
Vietnamese 
soldiers today opened fire with 
machine guns on hundreds of 
frantic refugees trying to get 
aboard one of the last flights 
out 
of 
Da 
Nang, 
which 
observers believe is about to 


fall to the Communists. 
I 
was aboard 
the 
World 
Airways 727 when it took off 
this afternoon. 
Panic-stricken refugees threw 
themselves 
in 
front of the 
wheels and soldiers fired on us 
with machine guns. 
When we landed in Saigon the 


mangled body of a soldier, his 
M16 rifle still strapped to his 
shoulder, was dangling from 
the plane’s undercarriage. 
Ground crewmen said five 
people jam m ed themselves into 
the plane’s wheel-well and four 
of them survived. Others were 
found alive inside the baggage 
compartment. 
One old woman tried to board 
the aircraft in Da Nang and 
was kicked in the face by a 
man in uniform. She tumbled to 
the tarmac as the man m ade 
his away aboard. 
The floor of the plane was 
covered with blood. Most of the 
passengers seemed in a state of 
shock and stared vacantly when 
I offered cigarettes. 
Crewmen aboard the aircraft 
said no more allied planes 
would ever land in this city, 370 
miles north of Saigon. 
The navigator told me he had 
made 75 flights to Phnom Penh 
in recent weeks and “I’d rather 
make 300 more there than one 
more flight to Da Nang.” 
The landing gear was partial­ 
ly damaged in the takeoff — 
possibly by gunfire from South 
Vietnamese soldiers —and pilot 
Ken Healy feared we might 
have to crash-land at Tan Son 
Nhut airport in Saigon. 
There were 168 people in the 
main cabin of the 727 and 
possibly 
40 
others 
jammed 
elsewhere in the three-engine 
jet. Most were soldiers —and 
all 
of them 
were arrested 
immediately after we landed. 
The only civilians I saw in 
the cabin of the World Airways 
plane were two women and a 
baby. The rest were in uniform. 
The majority were men from 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 
1st 
Division’s crack Black Panther 
unit. 
As we approached Tan Son

Fire Takes 
Barn In 


Center Twp. 


A small barn and two cars 
were completely destroyed by 
fire Friday afternoon on a farm 
in Center Township. The farm is 
located 
approxim ately 
two 
miles north of Sexton on SR3, 
and is owned by Sally Cahce, of 
Mays. 
Verlin Custer, fire chief of the 
Raleigh 
Volunteer 
Fire 
department, reported that the 
fire alarm came in around 2:30 
p.m. By the time the firemen 
could arrive at the scene, the 
wooden 
structure was 
com­ 
pletely engulfed in flames. 
Two cars, a 1965 Ford and 
an Oldsmobile parked in the 
barn were listed a total loss. 
Firemen were unable to enter 
the building to get them out. 
It was reported that Lloyd 
Mofield, owner of the cars, had 
been working on them earlier 
and had left for Rushville to get 
some parts, when his children 
noticed a short time later the 
barn was on fire. Mrs. Mofield 
then 
notified 
the 
R aleigh 
department. They responded 
with two trucks and fourteen 
men. 
O ther 
departm ents 
responding were two trucks and 
six men from Jackson Township 
Volunteer Fire department, and 
one truck and three men from 
Rushville. The Rushville truck 
and men returned to the station 
when it was noted that the barn 
could not be saved. 
Firemen were on the scene 
until 4 p.m., and were able to 
keep the blaze from spreading 
to the nearby house and shed. 
Damages were estimated at 
$8,500 to the building and its 
contents 


It looked like hell in Da 
Nang. 
We had a backup 727 but its 
pilot was ordered not to land. 
UPI photographer Lien Huong, 
aboard the second plane, said 
he saw people hanging from 
our jet as it took off and saw at 
least one body plummet into 
the South China Sea. 
There are 1.5 million people 
in the Da Nang area. More 
than I million of them are 
refugees. Our 727 today may 
have been their last avenue of 
escape. 
In Saigon, a C5A Galaxy 
cargo plane made the first 
delivery of a new emergency 
airlift of medicine and supplies 
to South Vietnam. 
U.S. Army Chief of Staff Gen. 
Frederick Weyand visited gov­ 
ernment leaders and gave them

to a new upsurge of inflation 
But a Ford decision to veto 
the bill is sure to have political 
impact, and some White House 
aides advised him to sign the 
bill 
rather than 
risk sharp 
criticism from the public for 
further delaying tax relief 
One White House official said 
Ford considered the decision 
the toughest he has had to 
m ake since taking office last 
August. Others said the Presi­ 
dent was torn between conflict­ 
ing recommendations from his 
top advisers 
As late as Friday evening, 
when 
Ford’s speaking plans 
were disclosed, it appeared that 


the President still was in the 
process of making up his mind. 
Asked then if Ford had reached 
a final decision, Press Secre­ 
tary Hon Nessen said, ‘‘He is 
deciding.” 
Ford originally recommended 
a tax cut of $16 billion when he 
outlined his own antirecession 
program in January. The White 
House has said in recent days 
that the President was unhappy 
with the size of the congression- 
aly approved bill, which would 
provide a net tax cut of $22.8 
billion after raising taxes $2 
billion for oil companies and 
LLS -based multinational com­ 
panies 
The 
President’s 
announce­ 
ment tonight will cap a series 
of intensive conferences that he 
has had in recent days with his 
principal economic, energy and 
political strategists Ford has 
also conferred at length with 
GDP congressioal leaders to get 
their advice.

Thursday on some parts of the 
island was over the federal 
minimum standard of 20 pounds

Residents say the water looks 
all right and most of them 
a re n ’t taking any chances.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Tino 
the Greek will clamp a chopped 
up football helmet on 
your 
head. Or, he’ll wrap your hair 
around toilet paper spindles. 
Either way, he says, he’ll 
[ 
give you the “perfect haircut.” 
, 
“I got the idea for the helmet 
watching 
football 
on 
televi­ 
sion,” Tino explained in his 
Manhattan barbershop. “I was 
thinking if I could cut some 
holes in the helmets I could 
give the players haircuts during 
the game and save them some 
tim e.” 
Soon 
after, 
he 
bought 
a 
helmet and hacked 46 square 
holes in it. Later, he put it on a 
custom er’s head, sucked the 
man’s hair through the slots 
with a vacuum cleaner, and 
snipped away. 
“The results were beautiful,” 
the 
36-year-old 
barber 
said. 
“And it was so easy, I could do 
it with my eyes closed.” 


Since then, Tino has gouged 
openings 
in 
a 
dozen 
more 
helmets —some designed for 
straight hair, others fashioned 
for frizzier strands —and has 
had the device patented. 


“Barbers all over the country 
are going to buy this,” he said. 
“It gives a perfectly uniform 
cut. And just think, no more 
screaming 
kids. 
They’ll 
be 
crazy about the helmet. We can 
tell them it’s a Joe Namath 
cut.” 


Tino’s second brainstorm, he 
said, 
“ just 
cam e 
to 
me 
suddenly one day.” He collect­ 
ed 
about 
16 
toilet 
paper 
spindles —the cardboard cen­ 
ters of paper rolls —went to his 
shop and rolled a customer’s 
hair around them. 


“Then I took my scissors and 
clipped across each cylinder, 
cutting through the hair at the 
same time. I brushed off the 
head and presto. His hair was 
like a flower.” 


Now, Tino said, he’s negotiat­ 
ing with a paper company to 
produce easy-to-cut Styrofoam 
rolls 
which 
he’ll 
supply 
to 
barbers. “The demand will be 
tremendous when they realize 
that 
this 
method 
gives

foolproof cut. Ifs going to be a 
revolution. 
You

wrong.” 


Tino, who has trimmed the 
locks of such celebrities as 
George Segal, George C. Scott, 
Merv Griffin and Harry Guar- 
dino, 
claims 
several 
other 
inventions, including a vacuum 
hair 
dryer 
that 
draws 
in 
moisture instead of blasting out 
hot air. 


“The hot air dries the skin 
and causes psoriasis,” he said. 
“I tried both methods on my 
dogs and they yelped when I 
gave them the hot air but they 
loved my vacuum dryer It was 
like I was petting them.”

He said: “Appropriated funds 
for the 4-H program cannot be 
used for scholarships and other 
necessities. Therefore, in the 
early 1960’s, a group of public 
spirited citizens organized the 4- 
H Foundation designed to use 
private resources to further the 
4-H program in Indiana.” 
The Foundation obtained a 
long-term lease on 200 acres 
bordered by the Wabash River 
and 
owned 
by 
Purdue 
University. 
It had been the 
former Ross Camp used in 
training civil engineers since 
the 1920’s, and then abandoned. 
It had an unused swimming pool 
constructed with horse teams 
and drag shovels, as well as 
other buildings in a state of 
disrepair. 
Thousands of man-hours of 
labor were freely donated by 
young men and women in the 4-H 
program in the state, cleaning, 
painting, repairing, planting 
wild life feed plots,

trails and cleaning the grounds. 
A $30,000 mortgage was ob­ 
tained to build a modern kitchen 
area and construct a winterized 
“A-frame” building to house 68 
future leaders.

when tem peratures w arm ed up 
for several days.

Today he is in the middle 
of a government suit involving 
recluse billionaire Howard 
Hughes —a “witch hunt,” he 
says. 
The suit charges Hughes, 
Snyder and six others with 
defrauding stockholders out of 
$49 million during the purchase 
of Air West, Inc. 
Snyder was one of those

Security 
Exchange Commission action. 
He said he did nothing illegal 
while 
serving as 
a 
public 
relations man for Hughes when 
the regional airline was bought 
by the billionaire in 1968. 
“I think this is a witch hunt 
and some of the SEC attorneys 
are trying to get publicity,’ 
said Snyder. He added he made 
no money from the carrier’s 
acquisition. 
The SEC charged in the civil 
suit Thursday that Hughes and 
the other defendants, including 
Las Vegas Sun publisher H.M 
“Hank” Greenspun, used false 
and misleading publicity and 
manipulated Air West stock to 
drive the price down before the 
Hughes purchase.

choanalyst who’s produced the 
fun pollution phrase. 
Nowadays, if we want a child 
to do something, we tell him or 
her, it’s fun, even if it isn’t 
really fun and is making liars 
out of adults—we’re building 
our own credibility gap, for 
children are very perceptive. 
Dr. Freem an said that the 
search for fun can become a 
frantic disregard for everything 
else and this works to undercut 
children’s ability to look for 
long term benefits. They hazard 
child’s growing up minus a 
balanced set of values. 
Children become dependent 
on others for fun—Mrs. Free­ 
man calls it the instant fun 
mentality—and joy and pleasu­ 
re, two important emotions, go 
by the board. 
The 
psychoanalyst 
defines 
her term s, although there are 
degrees to each. 
“ Fun 
is 
the 
instant, 
the 
immediate, exuberant emotion 
It’s 
the 
filip 
on

everything else . .the icing on 
the cake,” she said. 
The

has 
become typically American and

Dr. Freem an described joy as 
a “totality of experience. When 
you’re happy, that’s joy. And a 
lot of the joy is in that pleasure 
you get from doing something 
well even though you’re physi­ 
cally tired out.” 
The psychoanalyst was born 
in Vienna (“ If you’re going to 
be an analyst you might as well 
be from Vienna” ) and came to 
the United States as a child, a 
refugee from the Nazi occupa­ 
tion. 
She is a graduate of Hunter 
College and has her m aster’s

degrees 
from 
Columbia University. Her hus­ 
band is Paul Freeman, the 
painter and sculptor 
Dr. Freem an is the author of 
the book, “ Insights: Conversa­ 
tions with Theodor Reik” , the 
psychoanalyst with whom she 
studied Reik was a protege of 
Sigmund Freud.

MOUNT HOLLY, N J. (UPI) 
— A sniper shooting for three 
hours from an attic bedroom 
killed 
two 
policemen 
and 
critically injured a third Friday 
night. Police finally stormed 
the house 
and 
overpowered 
him. 
Officers pumped nearly 1,000 
rounds of ammunition into the 
three-story fram e house then 
lobbed tear g as canisters to 
cover the charge by nearly IOO 
officers. 
The officers scram bled to the 
second floor, and four officers 
rushed up the ladder to the 
attic and arrested 23-year-old 
Jimm y Carhart. 
“ The sniper fired about 25 
shots through the (attic) door 
when the four officers ran up” 
said officer Nicholas Abate. “ I 
heard a lot of hollering and he 
(Carhart) was hollering too 
And then the shooting stopped 
Carhart, wrapped in a blan 
ket to ward off the smoke, was 
hospitalized in serious condition 
with bullet wounds in the hip 
“ He had 20 different rifles 
and helmets inside the bedroom 
from where he was shooting,” 
Abate said. “ But no gas m asks. 
He was wrapped in a blanket. 
The house was very smoky. I 
don’t know how he survived 
without a m ask.” 
Six persons, including Car­ 
h art’s paren ts and two bro­ 
thers, were rescued before the 
gunfight began 
Carhart’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward Carhart, were 
rescued from the first floor 
along with his brother Robert, 
26, and an 
invalid 
brother, 
Louis, 39, who is confined to a 
wheelchair. Diane Bogarth and 


her 5-month-old infant, Richard, 
were rescued from their second 
floor residence. 
During the rescue, Carhart’s 
62-year-old father was bitten by 
police dogs sent into the home. 
The elder Carhart later told 
police his son had come home 
that afternoon “ despondent and 
complaining about things, reli­ 
gion in general.” 
He then apparently climbed 
to the attic and began firing at 
random. 
The 
two 
officers, 
Donald 
Alshire, and William, Worstt, 
both of the Mount Holly police 
deparment, were killed early in 
the long shootout. 
Their 
bodies 
were 
left 
sprawled 
in 
the 
street 
for 
nearly 
an 
hour until police 
could work their way to them 
Policeman John Holmes, 36, 
of the Burlington, N J., Police 
Department was shot in the 
neck and hospitalized in serious 
condition. 
At least five other officers 
were treated 
for cuts from 
flying glass and metal.
